A PROPOSAL TO HAVE NO EXTRA 
SESSION OF CONGRESS. 


And to Disband the Army Allogether

W aAsHINGTON, April 17.—Two moni- 
tors left Noriolk to-day for Washington 
in tow of the Tallapoosa. 
The steamer Dispatch sails shortly 
for Constantinopie for the use of the 
United States minister. 
The treasury will pay all sums under 
five dollars in silver when desired ; 
otherwise dollar bills will be issued. 
Banks complain of the glut of silver. 
Four persons in Greene county, Pa., 
and two in St. Louis, making a com- 
binatiou of c anterfeiters, were ar- 
rested. A large amount of queer money 
was captured. 
An extra session of congress is again 
questioned. 
The cabinet discussed the extra 
session. It bad been concluded to call 
the session June the fourth, but to- 
day the calling of it on the 15th of May, 
or dispensing with it altogether were 
considered at some length without 
ordering any change in the original 
programme. The situationin Louis- 
iana was also discussed, but it was de- 
cided no present action would be 
proper. 
I: is officially announced that 300 
wi.l be discharged from the bureau of 
printing and engraving to-morrow. 
Judge Cartter says that he does not 
believe an extra session necessary, and 
that he intends to urge the president 
to disband the armv, which he thinks 
can be done without injury to the 
country, and thus obviate the necessity 
fur ap extrasession. Secretary Schurz 
heartily appr. ved this plan, and told 
Judge Cartter that he would support it 
in the cabinet. Cariter does not be- 
lieve, however, that the president will 
follow this advice. 
Senator Gordon’s connection witb

New Oxveans, April 17.—The Nich- 
olls house caucussed favorably on the 
pee tion to organize the house on a 

asis of the first roll call of the Nicholls 

legislature, omitting seven members 
since seated, as subject to contest. The 
resu)t will be 62 democrats and 57 re- 
publicans. 

‘lhe commirsion will seek the presi- 
dent’s approval of this plan before 
submitting it to Packard, 

WASHINGTON, Apri: 17.—Packar:! 
has levelled another letter at the pres)- 
dent in which he complains that the 
democrats refuse to agree to a meeting 
of all the k gislators of the rival legisla- 
tures holding certificates of the return- 
ing board, and allew this body to de- 
cide wh ch is the legal government. 
Packard calls this the president’s plan, 
aud adroitly seeks to place the demo 
crats in the attitude of defying the 
commission. 

The Nicholls legis'ature yesterday 
passed a series of pacificatory resolu 
tions that are spoken of asa part of the 
plan uf compromise, and the latest 
advices are, that it is proceeding satis 
factorily. 

Frank N. Richardson, the Washing- 
tou correspond. nt of the Baltimore 
Sun, now on emergency dnty at New 
Orleans, telegraphs this, which every- 
vody here believes: “In conversation 
with Gen. Hawley to-night, he stated 
that it was possible the commissiou’ 
night be here a week ‘onger, as the 
members bad determined to exhaust 
every effort to secure a harmonious ad- 
justment of the legislature. A propo- 
sition of the Nichoils’ government to 
this end will probably be submitted to 
Packard to-morrow ; if he rejects thar 
another may be made, but by neither j 
of them can Packard obtain control vf 
the iegisiature. As for securing 
any legal settlement through a 
process of the state courts, 
General Hawley says that is out of 
the question, as the status of the courts 
is just as much at issue as that of the 
legislature. 

General Hawley says if the commis- 
sion finally concinde that no adjust- 
ment can be effected they will have 
nothing left but to report the fact to 
the president. 

He says that Gov. Nicholls is exhib- 
iting a commendable spirit. He aiso 
said of the mission of himself and his 
as.ociates should prove a_ failure, the 
president will then detcrmine whether 
to remove the troops or to retain them 
here with a pur merely to prevent 
the shedding of blood, but in no other 
manner to interfere between the con- 
testants. 


PACKARD’S PERVERSITY. 


SIEPHEN AGAIN PULIS THE 
PRESIDENAiLIAL COAT-TAIL 


The Pledges of the Nicholis Leg!sla- 
ture—Peace, Fraternity and Geod 
will. 

New Orveans, April 17.—The 
Nicholls senate has passed the follow- 
ing joint resolution and preamble, 
which are a part of the plan of ad- 
justment: 

Whereas, The people of the state of 
Louisiana, after years of suffering 
and misrule, have with supreme satis- 
factic n seen the wise determination of 
President Hayes, as expressed in his 
inaugural and already happily execu- 
ted in South Carolina, to restore the 
local self government of the southern 
states and peace and prosperity to the 
whole country by a return tu the rigid 
following of the wise principles of con- 
stitutional government; therefore be 


Resolyed by the senate and house 
of representatiyes, in yeneral assem- 
bly conyened, that we cordially en- 
dorse the policy of the president as 

nuuciated in his inaugural, and we 
pledge ur hearty co-operation, aid 
and support thereof. 

2. That the execution of said policy 
in the state of Louisiana wiil prove the 
source of inestimable blessings to her 
people, lift up their burdened spirits, 
heal their wounded prosperity, renew 
their wasted fields, bring . happiness 
to their homes and give to the whole 
people, without distinction of race or 
color, a future of progress as well 
moral as material. 

3. That as an earnest of our endeay- 
ors, we hereby solemnly declure that it 
isand will be the purpose of the gov 
ernment of the state of Louisiana, rep- 
resented by Francis T. Nicholls as its 
head, first to accept in good faith the 
thirteenth and fourteenth amendments 
to the constitution of the United States, 
in letter and spirit; second, the en- 
forceu ent of the law rigidly and impar- 
tially, to the end that violence and 
crime shall be vpremen and promptly 
punished, and t peace and order 
prevail, and that the humblest laborer 
upon the soil of Louisiana throughout 
every parish in the state, of every color, 
shall receive the full and equal protec- 
tion of the lawsin person, property 
and political rights and privileges; to 
the promotion of the kindly rela- 
tions between the waite and col- 
ored citizens of the state upon a 
basis of justice and mutual confi- 
dence ; four-h, the education of all 
classes of the peopie being essential to 
the preservation of free institutions, 
we do declare our solemn purpose to 
maintain a system <f schools by an 
equal and uniform taxation upon prop- 
erty as provided in the constitution of 
the state and which shall secure the ed- 
ucation of the children of tue white 
and colored citizens with equal advan- 
tages ; fifth, desirous of healing the 
dissensions that have distur the 
state for years and anxious that the 
citizens of all political parties may be 
free from anxieties of political strife 
and join hands in honestly restoring 
the prosperity of Louisi the Nich- 
olls government will discounten- 
ance gny attempted persecution from 
any quarter of individuais for past 
political conduct.

The jury hed a long discussion on the 
question whether their sessions should 
be private or public. It was finally 
decided toad mit one reporter from each 
paper in the city and the associated 
press, one representative each of the 
fire department, insurance companies, 
Breslin, Darling & Co., proprietors of 
the hotel and Robert Campbell, owner 
and proprietor. The jury then pro- 
ceeded to business:

THE CHIEF ENGINEER. 


J. E. Russell, chief engineer, sub- 
stantially repeated his statement al- 
ready telegraphed. He slept on the 
fifth floor; was aroused by the smoke 
and screams of women; made his way 
to the engine room as last as possible, 
found 1n the store room that efforts had 
been made to subdue it by one of his 
tiremen, Thomas Hally, and other 
employees. The attempt to put the 
fire out was continued aiter he arrived 
but it gained on them so rapidly that 
in less taan eight minutes he a. d the 
others were forced to leave the base- 
ment to save their lives. They threw 
water into the store room with hose 
attached to pumps run by the engine. 
When he left the basement and looked 
up le saw that the upper stories of the 
hotel were burning. There was no 
special watchman on the basement 
flor, but there was one on the office 
fivoor, whose duty it was to watch_ the 
whole house. Capt. Warner’s ers 
to witness were to discharge any em- 
pleyee caught smoking in the base- 
meut, It was twenty minutes past 
one o'clock by his watch when he 
reached the engine room. He remain- 
ed there 8 to 10 minutes. When he en- 
tered the engine room, the fire had 
gained such headway that no 
number of engines could have put it 
out. No fire department in the world 
could have subdued it.

[n official quarters it 1s represented 
that the present situation compels 
Russia, in a certain degree, to act 
single handed, Russia alone among the 
great powers baving mobilized. The 
abrupt manner in which the 
porte rejected the protocol would 
make demobilization on Russia’s 
part appear like aretreat.

THE WHEAT AREA. 


GENERAL ENCOURAGIAG 2EPORT 
FROM OUR BREAD MAKERS 


The Grassheppers im the Texas 
Wheat Regien—A Matter of Inter 
est at this Time. 


Wasnineton, April 17.—The statis- 
tical corpe of the department of agri- 
culture report upon the condition of 
wheat mn eight hundred and sixty eight 
counties. 

Of che winter wheat in two hundred 
and eighteen the returns are compara- 
tively unfayorable; in six hundred and 
fifty the condition varies from average 
to superior thrift and it is indicated in 
the Atlantic states north o: North 
Carolina, and in those cf the Ohio val- 
ley there has been far less injury from 
frost than usual. Of three hundred 
and twenty counties in the Ohio basin 
only forty-five report below average, 
and 6-7 of the reports from the middle 
states are favorable. 

In Wisconsin the unfavorable returns 
are irom fifteen of .he sixty-six counties 
reported, 

_to Kansas from seventeen of thirty- 
eight counties grasshopper ravages are 
reported. 

In twenty-two counties of eastern 
Kansas, from Nebraska to the Indian 
lerritory, a8 far west as the saline 
country,and the wheat growing district 
in Texas is also alive with grasshoppers, 
which threaten the destruction ot the 
crop in many counties. More than 
twenty counties report the hatching of 
spring broods. There is an increase of 
the area of wheat in fexas, and ihe 
prcespects are favorable,with the excep- 
ulon of the grasshopper ravages. Ia 
the other cotton states a dry autumn 
and variable winter have depressed 
the condition of wheat below the 
average.

A BEAUTIFUL TRIBUTE. 


The following touching tribute to the 
memory of the great soldier Albert 
Sidney Johnston, is from the pen of 
Professor John B. 8.

with liabilities of $484,456 in the first 
quarter of 1877, against 68 failures with 
liabilities of $2,080,276 in the 
corresponding quarter of 1876, and 40 
failures with liabilities of $1,037, 300 in 
that of 1875. In Alabama there were 
23 failures, liabilities $489,731, against 
22 failures, liabilities $256,300, in the 
first quarter of 1876, and 15 failures, 
liabilities $366,000, in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1875. In South Carolina 
there were 42 failures, liabilities $792,- 
260, agginst 40 with liabilities of $725,- 
858 in the first quarter of 1876. No 
state shows such a per centa,e of de- 
erease, either in the number of failures 
or the aggregate of liabilities as does 
Georgia —not one. 

The circular, in seeking to account 
for the large number of failurcs, says 
“it must be recollected that the de- 
cline in the vclume of trade, within 
the past four years, has been much 
greater than the deciinmein the number 
of traders whom it sustains. If the 
same ratio had prevailed in the number 
of faituresand withdrawale from busi- 
ness, in proportion as business became 
restricted in extent during the past 
three years, it is certain the number of 
failures would have been much greater 
and, so long as business continues 
without material improvement, so long 
may failures be numerous. Some in- 
teresting figures on this view of the 
situation may be gleamed by compar- 
iog the disasters in business with the 
decline in its extent. For the three 
years, from the end of 1873 to begin- 
niog of 1877, the total number of fail- 
ures in the United States has been 
22,662. This amounts to jess than four 
per cent of those engaged in business at 
the end of 1873. This isin small pro- 
portion to the decline in the volume of 
trade. It is difficult to arrive at any 
definite conclusion as tothe extent of 
this decrease, but if measured by the 
falling off in imports, and the well 
known decrease in the production of 
manufacturers, the internal business of 
the country to-day is less by thirty to 
thirty-five per cent than it was in 1873. 
So that the number of withdrawals 
from business, by failure or otherwise, 
is far less than seems ei:her justified or 
demanded by the decline in the extent 
of business to be transacted.” 

The circular urges our people to be 
contented “with a day of smail things” 
—to accomodate themselves to a dimin- 
ished scale of business. Legitimate 
business has yielded a tair return, and 
the profits have been beiter than for 
many @ previous quarter. Business is 
done at less expense, values are more 
settled, ana indebtedness has been 
materially reduced. If all would con- 
sent to run a quiet scheduleand not try 
to maintain the pace of the wild expan- 
sion period, it would soon be well with 
us. 

After holding up the evils of the 
bankrupt law and invoking legislation 
as to it in June, the circular says: “The 
early prospect of a practical settlement 
of the soutbern question is regarded as 
a marked contribution toward a return 
ef more prosperous times. The great 
staples of this section sare of prime 
importance in the markets of the world, 
and its power of absorption of goods, 
especially in view of the sma:l stocks 
held, is too well known to need com- 
ment. If recent events remove the 
clog from its material progress, and in- 
spire its people with energy to extend 
their productions and increase their 
‘wealth, a better hope may. be enter- 
tained for the whole country. ‘This, 
with other indications, are of an en- 
couraging character, and lead to the 
belief that the worst is past, and if we 
are favored with another good crop of 
agricultural produce, the remainder of 
the year will enable us to mark a sub- 
stantial progress.”’ 


At the last session of congress an 
appropriation of $1,000 was made fur 
editing and compiling the records of 
the continental congress, and also an 
appropriation for printing the same. 
The amount set apart for editing was 
insufficient, but Mr. Spoff rd, the libra- 
rian of eongress, who was charged with 
the supervision of the work, has done 
what could be done, and the govern- 
ment printing Offices are beginning to 
put in type the original recor.is of the 
continental congress trom its first ses- 
sion down to the originization of the 
confederation. They will make eight 
yolumes of very interesting historical 
matter. :

This was a bill filed by the complain- 
ants inst the defendant, with a 
prayer for relief and injunction, and 
the appointment of a receiver, on the 
in sang contained therein. The de- 
fendant demurred to the complainants’ 
bill, on the following grou .ds: 

1. That by tie express terms of the 
will of Peter McGowan, under which 
the defendant is acting, @ cop of which 
is annexed to oe bill, he is 
exempt from making returns of his 
acts and doings as trustee to any court; 
and especially by the third item of said 
will, he is exempt from accounting to 
person or persons, and is exempt from 
the restraining power or binding force 
of any court. 

2. That complainants Bessie E. Far- 
mer, formerly Bessie E. Stratford, Peter 
J. Stratford, and James R. Stratford, 
who are the children of James Strat- 
ford and Mrs. Barbara Stratford, de- 
ceased, have no possible, present or 
future interest, in any of the property 
of the estate of Peter McGowan,and that 
whether defendant is ecting legally or 
not, the said complainants are not such 
parties as can call him to an account; 
they cannot in law or equity,make any 
demand on defendant for any part of 
the principal or profits of said estate, 
nor can any decree be rendered in their 
favor. 

The court overruled the demur- 
rer and the defendant excepted. The 
court then, by consent of the parties, 
as certified by the presiding judge, ap- 
pointed a receiver. It appears in the 
record that on the Ist of December, 
1873, James Stratford, under the au- 
thority conferred by the will of Mc- 
Gowan, appointed Hayles, the detend- 
ant, trustee, to carry into effect the pro 
visions of said will in his place and 
stead, and thus he obtained possession 
of the property mentioned in the will 
of the testator, of which the following 
is a copy of the material items thereof: 

Item 2d—After paying my debts as 
directed in the preceeding item, it is 
my will and desire, and so direct, be- 
queath, and desire, that my entire 
property of every description, whether 
reaj, personal or mixed, and alli that I 
may die seized and possessed of, be 
placed in the hands of James Stratford, 
whom I hereby appoint and constitute 
trustee for this and the subsequent 
devise and bequest of this will, and | 
hereby fully empower and authorize 
him, the said James Stratford, without 
the order or decree of any court, to 
seize and } ossess himself of said prop- 
erty, and to hold, use, control and 
manage the same and every part 
thereof in such way and manner as 
will in his judgment best subserve the 
ends and purposes set forth and in- 
tended by this will, and to take such 
steps apd use all such means as may 
beoome necessary or expedie: t in the 
execution of this trust, and forever 
exemp'ing said James Stratford from 
the necessity of making returns of 
his acts and doings as _ such 
trustee to any court; and I further au 
thorize and empower said James 
Stratford, if his judgment shall so 
direct, to sell and unally dispose of al] 
or any portion of my personal estate, 
and the house and lot in Louisville on 
Broad street, corner of Manly, called 
the Huater fot. I further authorize 
and empower said James Stratford to 
cut off from my place, lying south of 
Louisville, about seven acres of land, 
and to make and execute to Dennis 
Ponder titles in fee simple to the same. 
The precise location of said seven acres 
and the time at which said Stratford 
shall execute titles to be at the discreg 
tion of said James Stratford. In no 
event is he to sell or finally dispose of 
any portion of my real estate until the 
final execution tnd purpose set. forth 
in this will,and I further authorize 
and empower said James Stratford by 
deed or will to appoint his successor in 
the trust confided to and imposed 
upon him by this will. 

Item 3 I direct, authorize and re- 
quire James Stratford to seize and pos- 
eess himself of the —— of any 
sale he may make under this will, and 
to seize and possess himself of all 
rents, issues, crops, profits or interests 
of any character, arising or issuing 
from my estate, or any portion thereof, 
and to hold, use, control and manage 
the same according to his discretion 
and judgment, with full power and 
authority to him to continue my busi- 
ness from year to year as it. now is, or 
to make such changes and alterations 
as he may at any time deem prudent 
and beneficial, with ample power and 
authority him if his discretion so 
direct, tu invest said proceeds of sale 
made by him, rents, issues, crops, 
profits and any imterests, or any part 
thereof in other property, real or per- 
sonal, and to hold, use, control and 
manage sa'd property so purchased in 
the same way, and with all power and 
authority over it asis given and cor- 
tained in this will, and to continue 
from year to year, to receive 
hold. use, . control and 
manage my entire property 
and all profits,increase or issues thereof 
until the time appointed by this will 
for a final division of the same. In 
the use, management and control of 
said property, and in the exercise of

The complainants 
allege that Hayles, the trustee, is wast- 
ing and mismanaging the property,and 
that he is insolvent, but whatis that 
to them? They have no interest in the 
property under the testator’s will that 
we can discover, and the children of 
Hayles and of the complainants (if there 
be any) are not complaining. If ‘the 
children of Hayles and of the complain- 
ants were parties to the bill, the court 
should interfere i: their behalf, and 
see that the trust property is protected 
for their benefit. In view of the pro- 
visions of the testator’s will, the court 
erred in overruling the demurrer, so far 
as the present complainants in the bill 
are concerned. We theretore reverse 
the judgment of the court below,uniless 
the children of Hayles, and of the com 
pluinants, (if there be any,) shall be 
made parties comp/ainants to the bill, 
and when that is done, let the bill re- 
main in court for the protection of their 
int+rest in the trust property, which 
appears from the allegations in the bilil, 
to be in danger of being wasted. We 
give this direction, in view of the pecu- 
har facts of the case, in accordance with 
the provisions of the 4284th section of 
the Vode.

Foster vs., Reid and, wife et al.

The plaintiffs in the court below 
brought a rule against the respondent 
as an attorney at law, calling upon him 
to show cause why he should not pay 
over to them, as the heirs at iaw of 
Mary Colt, deceased, the amount of a 
fi fa. collected by him in favor of said 
mary Colt against Caroline F. Carson 
et al. The respondent, in his answer 
to the rule, admitted that on the Ist 
day of January, 1872, he received and 
receipted to the eheriff of Greene 
county, as attorney at law on the fi. fa: 
mentioned in the rule, the sum of 
$1,215.95, and that in the latter part 
of 1865, or the early part of 1866, the 
note, the foundation of the fi. fa., was 
placed in his hands by Mrs. Colt, the 
plaintiff iherin, upon the agreemen 
and understanding that he was to re- 
dnce said note to judgment, collect the, 
same and pay himseit for professional 
services theretofore rendered for her, 
according to the bill of particulars asi- 
nexed to his answer, and 
that the transaction between 
himself and Mrs. Colt,when she placea 
the note, the foundation of the fi fa, In 
bis hands for collection, was a pledge 
in law to him of the amount 
said f fa to the extent ol her indebé- 
edness to him, the same being insuffi 
cient to discharge said indebtedness. 
The several items of indebtedness 
stated in the responcent’s account for 
professional services, are dated in 1858, 
1855, 1856, 1857, 1863, 1865, and Septen: 
ber, 1866, he plaintiffs traverse i the 
respondent’s answer, and on the trial 
thereof tue jury, under the charge cf 
the court, found a verdict against the 
respondent for the sum of $979 16 
The respondent made a moilon for a 
new trial, on the following grouods: 

First, that the court erred in charging 
the jury “that the answer of the re 
spondent is evidence for him onl:

tent testimony, that so much of re 
spondent’s answer as is not responsive 
to the charges in the rule, is not true.

BLECKLEY, J. 

1. When, upon an indictment charg- 
ing an offence, the verdictis for an at- 
tempt, (asit may be under section 
4675 of the Code,) the penalty, unless 
prescribed elsewhere, may be drawn 
from section 4712, ifany of the penal- 
ties there enumerated will apply in 
te:ms tothecase. See 53 Ga.126 These 
penalties are not restricted to convic- 
tions had upon indictments for at- 
tempts, framed under the latter sec. 
tion, but are equally appropriate to 
convictions where offences themselves 
are charged under other sections and 
only attempts are proved. 

2. The indictment charging simple 
larceny, and setting out the stealing of 
two cattle, and the verdict being, “We, 
the jury, find the de‘endant guilty of 
an attempt tocommitasimple larceny,” 
the verdict means that the prisoner is 
not guilty of stealing the cattle a- 
charged, but that heis guilty ofan at 
tempt tostealthem. In other words, 
it meansthat he did not commit the 
specific congee larceny for which he 
was indicted and tried, butthat he 
attempted tocommit it. The. verdict 
is, therefore, sufficiently cer 
tain and comprehensive. When 
on.y a minor offence 
is found, the finding, unless set aside 
at the prisoner's instance, is a full and 
complete acquittal of the m-jor offenee 
charged.—22 Ga., 546; 26 Jb 579; 11 Ib 
241; 1 Kelly 227. For this reason, 
the silepce of the verdict on the direc: 
question of the larceny itself, does not 
vitiate the finding. 

3 Cattle stealing is simple Jarceny.— 
Cude, section 4397. The stealing of one 
or more cattic is punishable by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary 
not less than two, nor 
more than four years, unless the jury 
shall recommend the prisoner to 
mercy, in which case it is punishable 
as a misdemeanor.—ZJb, section 4399 
W hen the prisvuver is liable to be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the peniten 
tiary, the offense is felony. —Jb, section 
4304. And this is 80, prima facie, 
even though there muy be a discre- 
tion to inflict alower grade of punish- 
ment.—39 Ga. 95. There isa penalty, 
prescribed, in the. third paragraph of 
section 4712 of the © de, for an at- 
tempt to commit an offense punis: able 
with imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for a time not less than two years. 
That penalty is, like imprisonment for 
tne term of one year. Tuerefore, as 
cattle stealing is, prima facie, felony, 
punishabje with imprisonment in the 
peuitentiary for a period not Jess than 
two years, the attempt to. steal 
cattle is punishable by like impris- 
onment for one year. It may or may 
not follow, that where the jury find the 
offense itself and recommend to mercy, 
the actual st.aling would be more 
lightly punished than a mere- attempt 
to steal could be, if the attempt ont 
were found in the same case. But thie 
anomaly, if it exist, is the result of 
oversight in legislation. It need not 
prevent a court from holding that, asa 
general rule of law, cattle-stealing is 
punishable with imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for a time not less than two 
years. Every case is to be considered 
subject to this general rule, until taken 
out of it by a recommendation to 
mercy. There has been no recommen- 
dation to mercy in respect to the par- 
ticular larceny which the prisoner 
attempted to commit. If he bad suc- 
reeded in committing it, he would have 
yeen liable, on conviction, to be sent to 
ihe penitentiary, and if senta ali, his 
erm could not have been fess than two 
years. 

The motion in arrest of judgment 
vas properly overruled.

JACKSON, J. 

1. The opinion of the plaintiff that 
the damage from tne crushing of his 
hand, caused by the coupling of cars, 
was in round numbers ten thousand 
dollars—the sum he had sued for—was 
improperly admitted as evidence to 
the jury. What influence it may have 
had upon the jury in making theic 
verdict cannot be estimated; that it had 
some influence is certainly quite prob- 
able, though the verdict of the jury 
was three thousand, and not ten thou- 
sand dollars, «nd though no witness 
but the plaintiff made an estimate of 
the dam ge. 

2. The damage is to be fixed by the 
jury, according to their opinion derived 
from facts testified to, such as the loss 
of the use of such a member of the 
body as the rizht hand, the diminuticn 
of ability in a laboring man to make a 
living after such loss, the pain and 
suffering caused by the wound, the 
bill of the physician and the 
expense of nursing, acd all other 
facts and circumstanc2s connected 
with the case; and thisopinion of the 
jury should be influenced by the 
opiaion of no witness, given in round 
numbers, of the amount of the damage, 
but made up from facts, when capable 
of proof, of actual damage, and of the 
enlightened conscientious belief of im- 
partial jurors in respect to items in- 
capable of exact proof, such as the 
feelings, the pain and suffering, of the 
plaintiff, etc. Code, 3067. 

3 The sayings of the conductor to 
fireman at the next station are inad 
missible, particularly when offered as 
evidence for tne company. 

4. There was no error in refusing to 
charge that “when a party contracts to 
perform a service which, from its very 
nature, is attejnded with more than 
ordinary risks, he must take the conse- 
quences himself, and can only look to 
uis employers when the latter, through 
iseif or agents, has unnecessariiy, 
improperly or in an unusual, manner 
expused him fo danger that ought to 
bave beep avoided ;” nor in refusing 
tocharge “that the jury should en- 
quire whether a prudent, cautious 
man with full use of both hands could 
have coupied the cars at that time 
without injury or accident to himself, 
and if so, the plaintiff is not entitied to 
recover. The questions are the fault 
of the plaintiff and the negligence uf 
the company, without regard to the na- 
ture of the business or the condition 
of plaintiff’s hands. If the business 
was very dan-erous, the duty was upon 
both parties to use the more care and 
diligence ; if there wae a defect in the 
left hand of the plaintiff, the def :ndant 
should have noticed the patent defect 
before employing bim about such wok. 
In both cases the responsibility was 
equaily balanced, and the general prin- 
ciple of law was unaffected. 

5 The presumption of law that the 
plaintiff, being an employee, is with- 
out fault, arises only when he is wholly 


ticular business in which he ws hurt; 
when he is a party engaged in the duty 
in di charging which he is hurt, the 
onus is npon him to show himself 
without fault; 50 soon as he does that, 
the presumpiion arises that the other 
employees engaged with him in the 
duvy were at fault or negligent, 
and the onus is shifted upon the 
company to show them without negli- 
gence; and this principle reconciles the 
cases decided by this court, when ap 
plied to the fac sof each.

Porter’s and Gen. Sher- 
man’s Views. 


Washington special to the N. Y. World. 

The president and secretary of state 
both say to-day that they have no offi- 
cial dispatches from Minister Maynard 
at Constantinople, or the American 
legation eat St. Petersburg, but judge 
from the press dispatches that war is 
probable Admiral Porter and Gen 
Sherman, who have been looking inte 
the situation, as well as other civic and 
military officials, have the same opin- 
ion. Admiral Porter was found in his 
office to-day examiniug charts and 
are of the probabie see ms of cop flict, 
and in reply to ao inquiry said: 

This war promisesto be the most 
gigantic and important to Europe, and 
even to the United States, that has 
taken place. It will be a great religions 
war, and the consequences can only be 
surmised The idea of some of the 
newspapers that iurkey is going to be 
be wiped out ina day is a mi-taken 
one. The Russians will never capture 
Constantinople. It 1s notin the power 
of their army or navy to tuke the place. 
As for their navy, it is of very little 
consequence in contrast with what it is 
required to accomplish. They have 
abvut 830 iron clads and 244 vessels of 
war of other kinds. They have 40,000 
menin their navy and about fifieea 
hundred and fifty-five guns. 

He then read off a list of their irun 
clade, showing that five of them carry 
from 16 to 26 guns, and the rest from 
a to eight guns apiece, and continu- 
ed:

all these iron clads are of the very 
best material, and their guns are of the 
latest pattern and heaviest caliber. 
The other ordfnary vessels are all re- 

rted to be in good condition. The 
arger portion of this nuvy is now 
about getting free from the ice of the 
North sea, near St. Petersburg. Those 
vessels of the Russian navy that are 
now in our ports came here to get rid 
of the ice there this winter. The navy, 
however, makes little difference on 
either side. This war, as between 
Russia and Turkey, is going to be in 
the main a land fight. The Turks have 
twenty splendid iron clads, with eighty- 
four other good and substantial war 
vessels. They have 1218 guns and 
34,000 men. For the offensive this isa 
good navy. They haye the great forts 
of the Dardanelles, all along from its 
mouth up to Gallipolis, Here 
they also have chains, torpedo 
boats, their iron clads, sunken 
bulks and other  ubstructions.

General Sherman, on being inter- 
viewed, said thai neither Russia nor 


Turkey ever had larger or better dis- 


ciplined armies than now. They have, 
said be, all the advantages of many 
improved arms and modes of warfare, 
and the resuit will be that the world 
will witness the greatest batt es ever 
fought, so far as the destruction of life 
iscopcerned, I believe this strugyle is 
going to cost a million of lives, and 
they will not be all Russians and Turks 
either. I can hardly believe that the 
Turks cau withstandethe shock. They 
may save Constantinople, but if they 
lose every other point, what good will 
it do them? General Sherman also 
took a favorable view of the effect on 
this country. He added: 

It will keep our people at work day 
and night to provide for Europe, if 
there should be a general war, and 
that now seems inevitable tome. I 
believe all the great powers will be 
directly or indirectly involved before 
the year is out. In the parts of the 
country in which the field fights will 
certainly take place, a balt million 
men on either side can and will be 
nsed. The Rassians will have to pull 
along very fast throngh the sammer, 
for they get all their supplies by their 
railroads, and in the winter these are 
rarely available.
